SJC basketeers will be out to siak 
the Sailors of Great Lakes Naral 
Training Station tonight when they 
meet the Bluejackets in an engage- 
ment at Ft. Wayne. In this the third 
meeting between the two clubs the 
Pumas will be out for revenge as the 
Gr eat Lak es crew twic e sank— the- 
TJienhartmen last season. 

Four points made the difference 
as the Sailors took the fint en- 
gagement, 52-48, but in the second 
meeting the Bluejackets had little 
trouble in disposing of the Pumas 
68-48. That Great Lakes outfit of 
last season compiled a reord of SI 
wins in 36 contests with some of 
the best college teams in the country 
as opponents. 

Three Regulars Up Again 

Tonight’s tilt will find three St. 
Joe regulars who faced the Sailors 
last season. Capt’. Benue Hoffman, 
forward Knobby Walsh, who was 
regarded as one of the best players 
opposing the Navy team last season, 
and center Jiggs Huysman will be 
out to continue the Cardinal and 
Purple winning streak which has 
reached four games. Gil Hodges and 
Don Schrenk will round out the 
quintet. 

For the Naval five Lt. Paul D. 
(Tony) Hinkle will probably use 
Eddie Riska, a former Notre Dame 
luminary and member of the Osh- 
kosh All Star professional club last 
season, at one forward, teaming with 
Bob Davies of Seton Hall fame. The 
latter faced the Pumas when they 
made their Eastern invasion two 
years . ago. 

Six Foot-Two Center 

At center Dick Klein, a former 
Northwestern star and one of the 
two returning members of the 1941- 
42 Bluejacket team, will oppose big 
Jiggs Huysman for the rebounds. 
Klein stands at six feet two inches. 

The guard post will be held by 
Bob Dietz, the former Butler cap- 
tain, and Gilbert Huffman, who. 
achieved collegiate fame at the U. 
of Tennessee or George Hamburg, a 
graduate of Colorado University and 
a player of exceptional defensive 
ability. 

This will not be the first time 
that St. Joe teams have met op- 
ponents coached by Lt. Hinkle. Hie 
Bluejacket mentor was at the head 
of the Butler athletic department 
when the Puma gridders dethroned 
the Bulldogs as Indiana Conference 
champs two seasons ago in the early 
stages of their uindefeated trail. 


"" Coach Joe Dienharfs Puma quin- 
tet .hung up their fourth straight 
victory last Saturday night in a 
close contest with the Illinois Nor- 
mal Red Birds. At the end of forty 
minutes playing time the fieldhouse 
scoreboard showed St. Joe possessing 
fifty-one points to Normal’s forty- 
eight.
